It is the constitutional obligation of the legislature to provide compensation adequate in amount and commensurate with judicial 
responsibilities. ! Adequate means sufficient to provide judges with a level of remuneration proportionate to their learning, 


experience, and the elevated position they occupy in society.” Inherent in this definition is the increasingly costly obligations of 
judges to their spouses and families, to the rearing and education of their children, and to the expectation of a decent, dignified 


life upon departure from the bench.” 


However, to obtain judicial relief on the ground of constitutionally inadequate salaries for judges, judges must show not just 
that their compensation is inadequate to meet their personal needs as compared to compensation of most judges but also that it 


is inadequate because it impairs the proper functioning of the judicial system.“ 
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
